iyt to try to show just how it will 
operate in your county. 
First—The State will distribute 
approximately two and one-half 
million dollars more money to help 
finance education during the school 
year 1932-33 than it did during the 
school year 1931-32. 
This 
extra 
.amount which the State will 
dis­ 
tribute is equal to a flat tax of six 
cents on the one 
hundred dollars 
assessed valuation distributed over 
the entire State. When one realiz­ 
es that even in 
the 
face 
of the 
present economic crisis that 
the 
State will distribute a much larger 
sum next year to help finance edu­ 
cation, it can readily be seen that 
the new law must be a big step 
forward. 
It is a big step 
toward 
enabling 
the 
taxpayers 
of this 
State to shift a larger portion 
of 
the cost of education from 
farm 
lands and city property to intangi­ 
ble wealth. 
Is such a shift sound. The State 
if Illinois has just passed a grad­ 
uated State income tax with rate« 
ranging from one to six per cent, 
the entire proceeds of which will 
be used to help finance Public Edu­ 
cation. 
When the law is in opera­ 
tion it will 
be

to shift 
millions of dollars in taxes annual­ 
ly from farm lands and city pro­ 
perty to incomes.

will deny the statement that a tax 
on incomes is a much fairer meth­

Missouri should 
look forward to the time when even 
a larger share of the cost of main­ 
taining our State, city and county 
government and our public schools 
is derived from taxes on intangible 
wealth. 
Second—Your county will, under 
the new school law, secure a much 
larger sum of money for the sup­ 
port of its publfe--«ehu<*ls than it 
did under the old lawr- In case you 
desire to do so, the extra amount 
you receive from the State can be 


used to reduce your taxes.

ever, due to reduced valuations it 
will not be possible to reduce 
the 
rate without cutting down the cur­ 
rent expenses 
of 
your 
schools. 
Nevertheless, 
the 
taxpayers 
of 
your country, is order to have the 
same amount for education, will 
not next year 
have to 
raise as 
much by local taxation as they did 
last year 
due 
to the 
increased 
amount your county will receive 
from the State. 


According to the official records 
in the Department, 
your 
county 
last year received from the State 
the sum of $70,950 for the support 
of your schools. The preliminary ap­ 
portionment of next year’s 
funds

This increased amount, based up­ 
on the 1932 valuations, would

flat tax rate of 1.81 
cents on the one hundred dollars 
assessed valuation if spread equal­ 
ly over your entire county. There­ 
fore, the new school law will en­ 
able the people of your county to 
have as much money for public ed­ 
ucation next year as they had last 
year on a lower local budget. Prac­ 
tically all of the schools of your

than they received this school year.

The citizens

any school district may, under the 
new law. continue to operate their 
school or schools so long as they 
desire. 
In fact, the people of each 
district will have to operate

schools just as they now are until 


a majority of that district vote to 
make a change. 
Personally, I am 
not in favor of any kind of a man­ 
datory consolidation law. 
The new school law does

tricting of each and every county. 
However, before any proposed dis­ 
trict becomes effective, it must be 
ratified by a majority of the voters 
of each and every competent school 
district, each district voting sep­ 
arately.
